GRADING VITAL PART 
OF ROAD MAKING 


Grading in road construction 
in­ 
cludes virtually 
everything 
except 
paving. 
In many cases it means re­ 
taining walls, piling to prevent slides, 
guard rails, deep cuts and fills, 
the 
blasting of large quantities of rock, 
and numerous small bridges, in addi­ 
tion to the clearing of rights of way, 
ordinary 
excavation, 
culverts, and 
drainage ditches. 
With the same transporation 
fa­ 
cilities there is not much variation in 
the cost of the same type of paving 
as between the different States, but 
grading costs rise and fall in differ­ 
ent localities, like the 
tem perature 
chart of a patient with chills and fe­ 
ver. 
On the sandy plains of the South­ 
west, grading costs are almost noth­ 
ing. 
In any comparatively level 
or 
rolling country they are low'. In hilly 
country they advance rapidly, and in 
mountainous 
regions 
reach 
their 
maximum. 
Thus no definite 
figures 
as to grading costs can be given. 
From 1917, up to March 1, of the 
present year, the 
Federal 
Govern­ 
ment had helped to build 33,036 miles 
of completed roads. These roads in­ 
clude all of the leading types, and 
are distributed among all of 
the 
forty-eight States. 
On this work the 
average cost of grading was $7,658 
per mile. __ 
Up to the first of March, of 
this 
year, the average cost of all road im­ 
provements in the United States, as 
shown by the 
Federal 
report, was 
$25,562.69 a mile, so that the average 
cost of road making, exclusive 
of 
grading, 
was 
thus 
$17,904.69 per 
mile. 
Grading may thus roughly be 
stated to cost slightly more than one- 
fourth of the total price per mile of 
road.

In many cases it m eans re­ 
taining walls, piling to prevent slides, 
guard rails, deep cuts and fills, 
the 
blasting of large quantities of rock, 
and numerous sm all bridges, in addi­ 
tion to the olearing of rights of way, 
ordinary 
excavation, 
culverts, and 
drainage ditches. 
W ith the same transporation 
fa ­ 
cilities there is not much variation in 
the cost of the same type of paving 
as between the different States, but 
grading costs rise and fall in d iffer­ 
ent localities, like the 
tem perature 
chart of a patient with chills and fe­ 
ver. 
On the sandy plains of the South­ 
west, grading costs are alm ost noth­ 
ing. 
In any com paratively level 
or 
rolling country they are low. In hilly 
country they advance rapidly, and in 
m ountainous 
regions 
reach 
th eir 
maximum. 
Thus no definite 
figures 
as to grading costs can be given. 
From 1917, up to March 1, of 
the 
present year, the 
Federal 
Govern­ 
m ent had helped to build 33,036 miles 
of completed roads. These roads in­ 
clude all of the leading types, and 
are distributed among all o f 
the 
forty-eight States. 
On this work the 
average cost of. grading was $7,658 
per mile. ^ 
Up to the first of March, of 
this 
year, the average cost of all road im­ 
provem ents in the United States, as 
shown by the 
Federal 
report, was 
$25,562.09 a mile, so th at the average 
cost of road m aking, exolusive 
of 
grading, 
was 
thus 
$17,904.69 per 
mile. 
G rading may thus roughly be 
stated to cost slightly more than one- 
fourth of the total price* per mile of 
road.

ever, and in gratitude made a 
full 
page po rtrait of him, horns, cloven 
hoofs, and all, which has ever since 
remained in the Bible. 
The book is probably the largest 
bible in the world, the pages being a 
yard high by a fot and a half wide. 
It 
is 
w ritten 
on 
309 
parchm ent 
sheets, for which, 
according to tr a ­ 
dition, 100 donkey hides were requir­ 
ed. 
The lettering is beautifully il­ 
luminated in gold and bright colors. 
The “Devil’s Bible” when brought 
to Sweden was presented to Queen 
K ristina, the daughter of G ustavus 
Adolphus, along with a unique and 
priceless book, the Codex A rgenteus, 
or “Silver Bible”. The name was giv­ 
en to the book because it is bound in 
covers of hevay w rought silver. 
The 
letters of the text are in silver 
and 
gold, stam ped on purple parchm ent. 
The “Silver Bible”, 
which is about 
1400 years old, is a translation of the 
four gospels made by Bishop Ulfilas, 
and is considered invaluable because 
it contains 
virtually 
all the extent 
w riting in the Gothic language. 
It is 
now preserved at U psala U niversity, 
in Sweden.

1923.

2,602 miles 
involved in projects which have been 
approved for construction, much 
of 
which wiLl get 
under 
construction 
during the season. 
Plans for new projects are coming 
in from the States rapidly and

greater volume than for the spring 
months of last year.
